devoted to the country, in which he speaks of ns as being “ more 
Hindoo than the Hindoos themselves” in matters of caste, and 
altributes to that cause a mutinous spirit in the Bengal arroy, whick 
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he treats as a perfectly notorious affair. ‘his, then, may be con- 
sidered a settled matter—that caste aud mutiny are in some way 
connected. 

But, allowing this to be a fact which will weiza in the new settle- 
ment, we find ourselves in great difficulties. Hligh-caste men were 
chosen, because they were the finest races of the districts in which 
they were found. here is a practica/ superiority in Brahmins and 


Rajpoots over the low castes, which is a historic fact. If, then, we 


must have some waive army (and fia’ nobody as yet disputes), how 
are we to be gnided in our choice of recruits? Here we have a some- 
what re-assuring fact to point out. Tu the first place, as this high. 
caste superiority only tells among natives (Private ‘lomkins, thank 
God! being able to demolish a Rajpoot with a pedigree three times 
longer than her Majvsty’s), it can never be made ‘orroidable to us, 
except by the aid of our o#n discipiine. But, by the aid of our dis- 
cipline, anything cau be done with races which, in an Indian point of 
view, are far below those above-mentioned, It is astonishing what 
races will fight, when they are drilled and led properly, We suspect 
that the high-caste men have been chosen hitherto chi-fly for their 
appearance—much as the fellows in plush are, at the West Eud—and 
that a Jess pretensious steck in right hands will be good for all onr 
purposes, and far easier to manage. 

There is another difficulty counee’ed with this casic question, Our 
respect for caste has been, as it ha )pens, virtually a respect for the 
native religion. [t is a part of that reigion; ana now that the 
Brahmins are not all the venerable dignitaries whom Vol:aire used to 
amuse hitovelf by sketching, one of the'r chief employmeuts is as 
cooks, secause anybody can eat at their hands without poliwion. How 
comes it, then, that having in so many practical ways respec'ed native 
religion, natives should be raking war on us with a cry of “ deen,” 
or faith * 

It is not a sufficient answer to say that that cry is a “pretext,” for 
why shonid it tell aga pretexi ? If there is nothing in it, why does 
it avail to make men furious ? 

Tbe fact is, it is useless to look for a few simple explavations of 
We have toad‘ed the native 


religion, and we Lave alarmed the native religion; and thongh these 


anything so complicated as this revolt. 


are opposite processes by themselves, conjointly they may both hurt 


us. When we show tenderness or give help to an Indian supersti- 
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tion, the devotee can scarcely believe us in earnest, but he may believe 
us to be afraid. When we appear to attack an Indian superstition, 
we madden the devotee, and we offend every body—for even the Indian 
sceptic knows that the religion of his country is part of its nationality, 
and is offended by the assault. Ic is probable that a more decided 
courae on either side—for conversion or for total indifference—wonld, 
if thoroughly worked uoder proper precantions, have spared us from 
an event like the mutiny. But then we should have bad other dan- 
ers aod greater struggles; whereas, on the whele, our occuvation of 
Toda has been a “respectable” one—an occupation of compremise 
—civilired, practical, money-maki g, and so forth. The natives, 
however, evidently do uot unders‘and our ways of doing things. 


| They see us holding aloof ‘rom missionaries, and yet star ing schools, 


the teaching of which is viruilly fa al to Hindovism, And this very 
bewilderment as to what our point of view really is, may have con- 
tributed 


has let loose the passions, not only of sepoys, but of villagers, and 


ignorance beimg tbe parent of terror—to that freczy which 


which has etamped tne mutiny with bratal features (\ike the doings 
of Delhi), not necessarily belonging to it as a muuny alone. 

These are the two leading features of the movement as impressed,

all that can be affirmed wih certainty is, that in our attitude to In-

se spare, we do not concilia’e: when we proselytise, or are seeming 
to proselytise, we become as hateful as a Timour or a Nadir Shah. 
It is rather a melancholy result of so much disenssion, that our policy 
should be agreed to be wrong; but hitherto this is the main result 
arrived at. 

A very proper feeling has prevailed throughout these Indian dis- 
cussions, that in the presence of such au awful trial as Providence bas 
sent on the Euglish in India, there should be as yet little said of cir- 
cumstances on their part which may have favoured the cause of the 
mutineers, But when this restraint is gone, we suspect that a very 
good look-out on the way in which India is governed will be kept for 
the futnre—without insinuating that anything has been done thera 
worse than inevitably happens among peoples living together, as con- 
querors or conqiered, or still less, anything that could distantly jus- 
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tify the doiogs of some who rose. Meanwhile, a certain patriotiem

our ancestors, We are not ruined in India, in spite of all our blun- 
ders; and may console ourselves by thinking, if we have made such 
a decent stand there unprepared, what we should have done if we bad 
been ripe for the danger! 


RSBBIT NETTING. 
Ir is vulgarly said that “there are more ways than one of kil'inga cat ;” 
fortunately this is also true of killing or capturing rabbits, for otherwise 
they would b come positive pests, so prolific aretney. Uulike the hare, the 


rabbit does little injury to our trees or crops; and being a gregarious | 


apimal, its | aunts are always known. Moreover, @ warren of many thou- 
saads is easily watched, and the value of the animal when caughit is not 
such as to tempt any daring enterprise on the part of the poacher. 

The vast fecundity of the rabbit, great as it really is, has somewhat 
been exaggerated. Rabbits will sometimes breed at six montns’ old, and 


will produce (say) six times in each year; four at each birth is a fair | 


average. We will suppose half the number to be doe rabbits, and at a rude 
culcula'ion the probable increase from one pair in four years would amouut 
to the astonishing number of about three hunded thousand, To be sure, 
this is to be sufficiently feeund. : , 

Our engraving represents the plan of netting rabbits, in which ferrets 
are the principal accessories, The ferret must of course be muzzled, or 
the chances are we should never see lim acvain, Having satiated his ap- 

elite, he would curl himselt up in the burrow for a comfortable sleep, 
Veins deprived of the means of this enjoyment, however, he simply scares 
the rabbit, which bolts out of his hole into the net, and then Puy, fincing 
there is nothing to be got in the burrow, makes lis appearance, probably 
hoping for better luck elsewhere. : 
ruel as it must appear, the lips of ferrets are sometimes sewn together. 
Those who practise \his savagery tell you that the ferret “does not mind 
it;” and in corroboration, adduce the fact that the ferret, nevertheless, 
goes quietly in search of the rabbits, So if the eyelids of the barbarian 
were sewed up, it is likely that he would grope about alter food if greatly 
in need of it; and the ferret is kept lasting prior to being sent into a 
burrow, 

Tiere is a very simple plan by which a ferret’s mouth may be so com- 
pletely closed as to answer every purpo-e, and the same plan may be 
adopted with dogs, Tuke a piece of s'rong twine (for the ferret it should 
be a Lit of * wex-end”), put the twine over the Cog’s tusks, cro s the liga- 
ture on the top of his nose outside, then bring it uoder his jaw, and ue 
tecurely, 

A ravhit burrow does not always consist of a mere straight passage with 
one escape; thereiore it is not enough to net the hole into which the 
ferret 1s put, but the adjacent ones also, aud, besides, to have dogs 
accustomed to the business on the watch, This is the only sure way to 
huot a large warren, and it enables the warrener to retain those most 
proper tor -ale, and to turn all other» loose again, When warrens are not 
rented, which is sometimes the case, the rabbits are sometimes shot. 
Ferreis are likewise used in this case to drive the rabbits out of their 
burrows, otherwise a sportsman might wait long enough for his chance. 

Bui worrens are pot the ovly places where raboits are to be found; 
heuge rows copses, and parks own them as inhabitants, and large woods, 
with good and close underwood, frequently abound with them. In such 
places, with rabbiv beagles to drive them from their lying, shooting 
rsbbits is cheering sport enough, in the absence of more legi'imate game. 
No tour-legged avimal requires quicker eye and hand to kill than does 
the rabbit; and where dogs are driving him, the eye must not quit for a 
moment «py litile open space where he may be expected to pass. He 
coes vot, | ke the hare, in quitting her forme, give time to cock the gun and 
bec.) leisurely to the shoulder. Nearly as soon as he is seen he is gone, 
and it is only veritable snap-shooting that can stop him.

AMERICA 

THE monetary crisis continued with little less severity, A great many 
more failures are announced, as well as the suspension of banks aud 
bankers ail over the country. The Treasury at Washington was redeeming 
Government stocks in large sums, and adopting other measures to re ieve 
the pressure, which was seriously affecting public revenue. The govern- 
ment office-holders throughout the country received their quarterly salaries 
on the Ist of Oct. (which in the aggregate amount toa consiverable sua ), and 
added so much to the metallic currevey in active circulation, ‘The come 
plete prostration of the manufacturing interest had thrown a great many 
men out of employment, and a winter of unusual suffering was anticipated. 

The steamer Tennessee leit New York on the 30th ult., bound tor New 
Orleans, It was rumoured that she carried out munitions of war, and 
would receive the men for the new N.caragua expedition at the mouth of 
the Mississippi. 

Lhe marine losses for the month of September (including the Cenfral 
America, which is placed at 2,000,000 dols.) amount to nearly 3,000,000 
dois. In this sum are comprised iosses both total and partial, and damages 
on vessels and cargoes. 

A fire at Columbia destroved 600,000 dollars’ worth of property. 

Advices trom the Salt Lake state that the Mormons were tortilying the 
fort and bridges, with the intention of withstanding the United States 
troops now on the way to Utah. 

From Central America we learn that cholera was rife, and a civil war 
in Nicaragua was again considered imminent. 

‘The Chilian Congress and its President were at loggerheads, and the 
former had adjourned without voting supplies.

MURDERS BY BRITISH SOLDIERS, 

A letter from Diuspore of the LOth of August, gives the following 
account of a lameutable occurrence which is to be the subject of official 
inquiry s— 

Lost might, »bout half-past nine o'clock, asad aftr took place here. On the 
'wek of the North quarters square ou the banks of the river, the sepoys, about 
10 in namber, of the 40th Native Infantry, who did not go with ther muioous 
Methren, were encamped, Three shots were heard in that direction, when the 
wi le station turned out: and many an anxious inquiry made, such ‘Who 
lias been killed? Whereis the enemy? From which side are they coming >? 
Ladies endeavouring to pile chesis, chairs, and boxes against doors, chivdren 
equalling, men runving with aras to and fro, volunteers equipped and ready 
raving the streets, soldiers turned out, officers busy in gleaning the neas. In 
alltios tubbub, [ happened to hear that some sepoys were shot; made olf ia- 
stantly for the place, and witnessed 4 sight which «ill not easily be effaced trom 
ny memory, Wounded aepoys, dead and dying; one sepoy tad five bayonet 
Uuusts, ope shot just in the centre of the forehead, another's mouth shattered 
hy shot: all groaning pitifully iu their agonies. 
subshoar, two naicks, one sepoy, and one Lasear; wounded, one won and 
cihven sepoys. Officers of the native and Ewopeau regiments and doctors were 
present, busy in ferreting out the cause of this fearful affair, and dressing their 

ounds. The sepoys say that Gora-logueattacked them, but nothing 18 corree ly 
known yet. [tas "not likely Europeans could be the perpetrators of this an- 
provoked deed on detenceless men; however, a8 nothing definite is known, it 1s 
imposs ble to guess at the cruth.” 


EXPLOSION AT JOUDPORE.—LOSS OF 1000 LIVES. 
Ve have been favoured (says the “Sindian” of August 16), with the 
flowing translation of a Persian letter received from Joudpore :— 


“On the night of the 10th of Aucuat, between the hours of twelve and two, 
heavy rain fell, accompavied with loud peals of thunder and vivid flashes of 
lghtuiny, imparting toeverything around a ghastly spectacle terrifying to behold. 
A few minutes afier the scene was repeated with tenfold violence, and the 
weople were greatly intiaidated. In the sort belonging to the Rajah, #hich 
is situeted on bill constructed of stones of various dimensions and 
sizes, Aud containing a passaye subterraneons, the magazine of the Rajah 
fad been kept. This was struck wih Jightuing, and some thousands of 
waunds of powder were exploded. The shock was so grent that the walls of 
e lort, and a temple, and four ponderous gates, were blown up in the air 
Won thousand pirces, destroying 500 Louses and ail the people living therein. 
Upto the time of writing, the reamants of theinhabitants were engaged im re- 
towing the dead bodies found under the ruins, Lt was gleaned from the Kotwal 
chet cfticer ef police that noaardsof one thousand had already been taken out, 
‘od thar others were also being removed. The majority of the people were de- 
‘treyed and othersigemjured. A stone weighing one maund was picked up at 
Sos nigger Talno, dis ant fous mies trom Jouupore, where the poliiied agent 
abotier large stove fell as far as six miles, at a place called Cho# pas- 
wey, where talling on a house,  kdled three people, The explosion was 80 
tevere, that for sx miles round the people and houses sustained » shock.”

‘The two guns followed us the whole of the 
day, Uie in antry firing on us the whole of that night, On the second day 
vgun wis s enon the Cawnpore side, and opened on us at Nujuffghur, 
the infantry still followed us on both sides, On the morning of the third 
day the boat was no longer serviceable, We were auround on a sandbank, 
and had not strength sufficient to move her, Direetly any of us get into 
the water we were fired apon by thirty or forty men at atime. There was 
nothing leit but to charge and drive them away. So fourteen of us were 
told ta go and do what we could,  Drreetly we got on shore the insurgents 
retired, but having foliowed the: up too far, we were cut off trom the river, 
and had to retire ourselves, as we were being surrounded. We could not 
make ‘or the river, but had to go down parallel, and came at the river 


Jayna mile loser down, When we saw a larce torce of men right in tront 


wating for us, and another lot on the other bank, should we attempt to 
eross the rivers On the bank of the river, just by the force in tront, 
wasatemple, We fired a volley and made for the temple, in which we 
took shelter, one man beiog killed and one wounded, From the door 
of the temple we fired on every insurgent who showed himself. Finding 
that they could do nothing against us while we remained inside, they 
hevped wood all round and set it on fire, When we could no longer remain 
inside, on account of the sucoke and heat, we threw off the clothes we had, 
and each taking a rousket charged through the fire. Seven of us out of 
twelve got into the water, Gut before we had gone far two poor fellows 
were shot. ‘Luere were only five leit now, and we had to swim, while the 
Invurzents followed us along both banks, wading and firmg as fast as they 
could. After we bud gove about three miles down the stream, one of our 
" an artillervman, to rest himsel, began swimming on his back, and 
vot knowing in What direction he was swimnmeng got on shore and was 
kiled. When we had gone down about six miles firing on both sides 
sid. avd soon after we were hailed by some natives on the Oude side, 
who asked us to come on shore, and said that they would take us to their 
Rajah, woo was friendly tothe Boglsh, We gave ourselves up and were 
tasen six miles inland to the Rajah, who treated us very kindly, giving us 
clothes and tood. We stayed with bim ior abouta month, as he would not 
le us Jeive, saying the roads were unsa‘e, At last he sent us off on the 
29 h of July tothe right bank of the river to a z-mindar of a village, who 
gotusatackery. We took our departure on the 31st of July for Allaha- 
bad, but met the detachment of the 84th Regiment under Lieutenant 
Woodhouse belore we liad gone ten miles; and marched off with him to 
Cawnpore.” 


AN AYAH'S NARRATIVE, 

An Avah, or native nurse, recently in the service of Mrs, T. Greenway, at 
Cawnpore, tells the story of the barburities committed there, and the 
sullerings entured, She relates that tha Native Infantry and Cavalry 
regunents having mutinied, robbed the treasury, and burnt the collector's 
honse, they prvcceded to Kuleanpore, seven miles from Cawnpore, and 
enounped there -— 

\'th’s plice the Nena Sahib met them, and said to the mutineers, ‘You 
recoive seven rupces from the British Government; [ will give you fourteen 
don’t goto Deihi; siay bere, and your bhame will be great. Kill all the 
at Casnpore first, and TL will give you each a Pe en braceet.’?

«this, all the mutineers agreed tothe terms of the Nena. The amutineers 
made a subal diref the Ist Regiment General, and he again made ali the bavildars 
aud nackseapteing, houtenauts, acd ensigns. The Neoa said, ‘T will supply you 
ail with food.” 

Under Nena Salit’s enidance, therefore, they all returned to Cawnpore, 
when ihe fighting began :— 


“TI ns ofthe eutrenchment only fired twenty four hours, being injured by 
the wy shotofthe enemy. ‘The mutineers fred day and tight for twenty-two 
days. Nearly all the Baglish people died from wounds from ecaunon balls, 


musket balls, hunger and ihirst, «ud coup de soleil. The eluet well being out. 
side the trenehment, the peoo! ot very little water to drink, except what the 
oldiega drew for them under fire of the g After ten days a stell buret on 
the root of tho puesa-house in the eotreachment, which set the building on fire. 
All the good clothes and other articles of the soidiers and children were burnt, for 
ehieh reasoa they were reduced to the greatest straits, and very lite food was 
sed, ag carly all the servants ran away trom fright, The soldiers used to 
oon lor the ladies and children, but for several dava they took uo food at all. 
Daving this period about 150 men, women, and childreu died from natural causes 
pnd wounds, particuleriy women and children; some died from the failing of

The Nena imprisoned her with one Mrs. Green- 
The sepovs were by this time becoming disgusted at the fight continuing 
so long, and said, ‘Tf you don’t keep your promise with us, we will kill you,’ 
On this the Nena said, * Don’t be alarmed, I wiil give you more than T promised,” 
He then sanito Mrs Jacob, ° Will you take a note to General Wheeler?’ She 
said," Yes.’ The letter was written, and sent by Mrs. Jacobi to the General; 
she was not a’ first allosed to come near the camp by the soldiers, but when 
y heard the English voice they allowed her to do so. ‘The contents of this 
er were: —*I[t is far better tor you who are alive to go at once to Allaliatan, 
unless you wish to continue fighting; if so, you ean do so. Let Cawnpore bs 
given up, and vou shall he saved.’ On reaching the entrenchment, General 
Wheeler went 10 meet Mrs. Jacobi, and, atter having read the note, savi, ‘1 
cannot to anything sent this way by letter: if the Nena bas avy proposi- 
ton To mase, tell him to make it im person.’ Mrs. Jacobi took this reply tac k 
to the Nena, wh id,‘ If the Europeans wiil cease firing, [ will go; and 
send back a reply The Genersl said, ‘Let both sides cease firing durit 
the conference ,* it was agreed to. On the following day the Nena, hs 
brother Baber Dutt avd nephews, and a large party of soldiers, came vi» 

the entrenchment, Gene Wheeler was ready to meer them. Tie 
Nena said, * Take away all the women and children to Allahabad, and if your men 
waut to fight, come vack aud do so. We will keep implicit faith with you.” G 
Wheeler said, * You take your solemn oath, accorumyg to sour custom, and I #:!! 
take an oath on my Bible, and will leave the intreuchment.’ The Nena saw, 
‘Our oath is, that whoever we take hy the hand, and he relies on us, we nevi 
deceive: if we do, God wil! yud.e and punish us.’ The General said, ‘1f you 
intend to deceive te, kill me at once; have no arms.’ The Nena replied, ‘1 
will not deceive you; rely onus. 1 will supply you with food, &e., anu conv y 
you to Allahabad.” On this the General weot inside the intrenchment, and co. - 
sulted with the soldiers. They sud, ‘ There’s no reliance to be placed on natives 
—they will deceive you.’ A tew sad, ‘Trust them; it is better to do go.’ Ou 
this the General returned, and said, ‘DT agree to your terms: see us away as fic 
as Fuattelipore; thence se can get easily to Allahabad.’ The reply was, “No, ir; 
1 will see you all safe to Allahabad.’ 7 

“On this twenty boats were ordered with covers to them. When the Nena 
saw all w ettled, he said, ‘Don’t let the treasure be taken; send that tu me.” 
Nhe General said, ‘You may have the money.’ There were three lacs in cash st 
this time. The Nena said, * You break‘ast ou board the boats at ten a.m. to-mor- 
row, and dine on board, and leave the intrenchment clear by eleven am.’ ‘Ih 
General assented to this, They were all ready, when a message from the Nena 
came, saytug, ‘Phe bouts will not be ready to-day; you must leave to-morrow 
leave ia the eveniny.’ The General said, ‘1 won’t leave at night, as you moy 
play us false’ TL he Nena sud, ‘Very well—leave at four p.m.’ On the followin 
day the Nena took away all the treasure, At this time the delay again took place 
‘ow their departure; #1, the ladies and children were dressed Aad ready, The 
General asked the Nena, ‘Are all our servants to go wath us, or do you suppiy 
us with servants?’ The reply sas, ‘Yes.’ On the following day, though sus- 
picions were entertained of the faith of the Nena’s party, still they hoped all was 
right. The Nena sent on Sunday to say the servants were not to go, as the ladvs 
aud women could look after themselves.” 


This intimation caused some alarm, but little choice was now left the 
untortunate garrison, and they accordingly prepared to embark. In due 
time they were informed that the boats were ready. The men accordingly 
marched down to the river, while the ladies and children went on 
elephants, dhoolies, Xe. There were the boats, according to promise ; aud 
when the fugitives saw that food also had been prepared for them, “and 
all comfortable,” they were “delighted,” says the ayah. They embarked, 
A few had gone on board, and others were waiting at the river side, when 
a gun which with others had previously been masked, opened on them 
with canister :— 


“One boat took fire, and then another gun ‘opened, and four boats were fired ; 
on this those who escaped the fire jumped into the water. The sepoys also fired 
muskets, the sowars entered the water on horseback, and cut numbers down, 
Fifleen boatloads of Eoglish were massacred; 108 women and children escaped 
this massacre, but many of them were wounded, The Nena said,‘ Don’t kil 
these; put them in prison.’ One boat, in which General Wheeler was, was 
pulled off by the soldiers The poor people, on the burning of the boats, and 
when in the water, were calling on God for help. 

“A daughter of General Wheeler was taken off by a sowar and put into his 
house along with lis wife near the church. This girl remained tll vightfa'l, 
and when he came home drunk and fell asleep, she took a sword and cut off his 
head, his mother’s head, two children’s heads, and his wife’s, and then walkei 
ont into the night air, and when she saw other sowars she said, ‘Go inside and 
see how nicely 1 have rubbed the Ressaldar’s feet.’ ihey went inside. and 
found all of them dead, She then jumped into a well and was killed, From 
fear of what this girl had done, none of the rebels would havs anything to aay 
tothe Englishwomen, «hom the Nena at first proposed to give to the soldiers; 
115 women and children were imprisoved with scarcely any food for six da 
except rain and such stuff. 

“The boat containing General Wheeler and other ladies and gentleman got off 
fer twenty-two miles, when they were seized by the zemindars of Joagouhar, 
and had their hands tied behind them, avd were taken back to the Nena. The 
Neva was much pleased, Owing to the General’s old age, he said, ‘ Loosen his 
arms.’ Hoolar Singh, kotwal of Cawnpore, said, ‘ Don’t do so.’ The Nena said, 
‘Take them to the guard, and let the others remain where they are.” One sepwy 
and sowar killed each an European. Dr. Harris (who was in the bo»t) was 
wounded with two balls, and then addressed the rebels :—‘Shoot me; kill me; 
my countrymen will revenge my death before long.’ two sowars then cut him 
down, and he died. It the zemindars had not seized this boat, all would 
have been saved tn it. 

“Those ladies who were first in the Nena’s prison had their food of the worst 
description fro.n the bazaar. Teu days after this, he sent them to a house near 
the Assembly Rooms, Then the Nena wrote to Delhi, meutioning the number 
of women and children whom he had taken, and soliciting instructions regarding 
them. A reply was received that they were not to be killed. The Nena theo 
entertained servants for the prisoners. Again, shortly after the mutiny at Al- 
lahabad, a soar came in and reported that one of the imprisoned ladies had 
written °o Allahabad, and that a large body of Europeans was advancing upon 
Cawnpore. Then the Nena gave the order to kill every one—to spare no one. 
This took place on the 15th of July, but the General ana others who were brought 
back with him were killed on the 2nd of the month, When the ladies heard of 
the Nena’s order to kill them they tore their clothes, and with the shreds 
fastened the doors, 

“ First the sovars killed the native doctor, the cook, and the matranee. Then 
one sowar jumped over the wall and began the slaughter; other sowars came 
through the doors, and all the prisoners were killed. This was duly reported to 
the Nena, who ordered the bodies to be cast into a well, and the twenty-five 
women and children who had remained alive under the heap of dead bodics were 
killed by executioners, and some of the little children were dashed to pieces 
against the ground. This took place early on the morning ofthe 17th of July, and 
in the evening the Nena rau offto Bhitoor, Many wounded women were thrown 
into the well with the dead bodies and earth, Before the Nena retreated, he blew 
up the magszine.” 


With respect to the story of General Wheeler’s daughter in the foregoing 
narrative, the “ Bombay Courier” remarks that it “ must be received with 
caution, as it bears internal evidence of at least exagzeration. Besides, the 
same story has been told before of a Portuguese girl.” 

THE GARRISON AT LUCKNOW. 

The Caleutta correspondent of the “Daily News” says :—“I may here 
communicate a fact which has not appeared in any of the Indian papers, 
but of which L have the most certain mformation. The besieging torce 
before Lucknow attempted to treat with the garrison, It was first pre- 
posed that the latter shonld be allowed to proceed, with their women and 
children, and retaining their arms, unmolested to Cawnpore. To test the 
faith of this proposition, the garrison inquired whether the insurgents would 
take first the women and children; and ‘iaving brought back a receipt for 
them, signed by General Havelock, would then offer the same terms to the 
male portion of the garrison, ‘To this the insurgents would not assent ; 
but they (ransmitted to’ Calcutta a counter-proposal, to the effect that 
if the King of Oude were released, the Lucknow garrison should be allowed 
to go scot free. What reply the Governor gave to this proposal I am 
unable to stute.” 
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His Highness Meek Att Moran, of Kheerstord, Upper Scinde, has contri- 
buted £100 to the Indian Relief Fund. 


THE INAUGURATION OF MOORE'S STATUE. 


Duncry has at length raised a statue in honour of the poet Moore. It 
was iuaugurated on Wednesday, in the presence of the Lord-Leutenant, 
the Lord Chancellor, and a vast assemblage of people, high and low. The 
inauguration, indeed, was quite official. The Lord Mayor came attended 
by the Town Clerk, City Marshal, Sword and Mace Bearers, and a loug 
train of © municipal authorities,” all in their robes of office, and escorted 
by a body ot mounted police, The Uord-Lientenant arr ved in an open 
carriage, and wasreceived by the Karl of Charlemont, tie Lord Chaneelior, 
and the members of the commiee, by whom the project of the monument 
had Us eu couduacied, 


3RONZE STATUE OF THOMAS MOORE AT DUBLIN. 


The statue, which is of bronze, stands on a granite pedestal eighteen feet 
high. It is so placed as to look toward the Bank of Ireland, having 
Trinity College on its left. When the company had all assembled around 
it, the Karl of Charlemont announced the occasion, and gave the signal for 
the statue to be unveiled. This being done, the people assembled in the 
street and at the windows and on the roofs of the adjacent buildings burst 
into a fury of cheering, “There he is,” exclaimed Lord Charlemont; 
“there he stands before you. he figure is formed of the most lasting of 
all metals, The pedestal is formed of our own hard and durable granite, but I 
tell you this, that that bronze statue and that granite pedestal will moulder 
into du-t, but still, through his works, the memory of Thomas Moore will 
be handed down to the latest posterity.” 

The Lord Lieutenant then rose amid loud and continued cheers, and 
said—* My Lord Charlemont, Ladies and Gentlemen,—There is no need 
that I should tell you how giad I feel to take my part in the work of this 
day. It is well for you now, men and women of Dublin—it will sound 
well for you in all time to come—that it can be said®of you that you have 
get the start of London itself in raising an out-of-door statue to one of the 
sacred band of poets. Kings, warriors, and statesmen have their statues 
to meet the public gaze under the open vault of heaven. The sister-capital 
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this, we should steer quite clear ot any topic of contro- 
versy, Yet I cannot, even in compliment to such an 
hour and to such a man, consent so wholly to pass over 
what is due to still higher claims as not to admit that, 
with the many calls upon our sy mpathy and our admira- 
tion, there were soe things to rebuke, especially in 
connection with his early life and his youthful muse, 
Let us, however, now only remember, that if our bard 
at one time flew to the bower, “ where pleasure lies care- 
lessly smiling at fame, he, as you have been well re- 
minded, was the same bard who strung such strains as

«« Palse is the hight on glory’s plane, 
As fading hues of ev’n, 
And love, and hope, and beauty’s bloom 
‘Are blossems gatnered from the tomb ;

And what is still more valuable as the touchstone of 
character, there was no one by whom the most essen- 
tial, and loving, and holy relations of lite—as son, as 
brother, as husband, as father, and as friend—were more 
tenderly and steadfastly fulfilled. : 
lustre of his poetical reputation that we have chiefly to 
regard him to-day ; and probably there never was one 
who bore the bright name of poet who ever equalled or 
approached him in the union of the most exquisite ear 
for melody and meter, with the liveliest play of wit, the 
most sparkling warmth of fancy, and the tenderest sus- 
ceptibility of feeling.

Well will this statue—this counterpart, as I can myself 
witness, of the features I so vividly re member—well will 
it stand in this spot, so happy in 18 architectural com-

sheltered his buoyant youth opposite the august portico 
of his nation’s hall of legislation. And here, let me 
ask, Why should not other worthies adorn your noble 
thoroughfares >—Why, since to-day we have to do with 
poets, why should not a monument to another con- 
sumate Irish minstrel, Oliver Goldsmith, be nestled 
within the shadows of his own university P However, 
our special business to-day is with Moore, and amply he 
suffices for the occasion, I congratulate you—I congra- 
tulate the inhabitants of Dublin- upon the completing of 
this act of honour to their own poet ; and, though the 
fame of Moore will always be mainly linked with that lyre 
which he could touch alike to melt and to inflame, though his lay, accom- 
panying the language of our country, which now girds every quarter of 
the globe, will always be the delight of every social board and of every 
re‘ined circle, will still tluill on the lips of beauty and fire the pulse of 
patriotism, I yet do sincerely rejoice that you have given a local 
Pabitation and a life-like embodiment to ‘Thomas Moore withio his own 
Dublin.” 

Mr. Thomas Hogan, Q.C., on whom had devolved the duty of present- 
ing the statue to the Mayor and Corporation, then stepped forward, and 
made a very fervid speech, Among other things he said :—“ The dear 
old music of our island—so sweet, so various, 80 marvellously expressing, 
in its deep pathos and its bounding mirthrulness, the chinyeful phases of 
the Lrish nature—had not been ‘ married to immortal verse.’ Much of it was 
passing to forgetfulness, for fit words had not been found to give wide ac- 
ceptance to the airs which still lived in the traditions of the people, sounding 
by the cottage fireside or from the strings of the wandering harper. Moore 
did for us what we needed, and no man had essayed before him. He 

athered up the fragments of our ancient melodies ssociated them with 
yrics such as had not been heard in latter times, and made them ‘joys 
for ever’ to his country and the world. His songs have resounded

ROBINSON CRUSOE AND HIS DWELLING, 

On thetace of the Eastern Ill, fronting the sea, and looking down upon 
the fishermen’s boats oa the beach, dwell an old m an, his wife, and some 
other members of his family. he dwelling-house of this singular family 
is. a cave scooped out in the sand-stone, about LUO feet above the sea. The 
name of the family is Butler, and it has been located here for about twenty 
vears, The patriaren of the household is a tall man, with white hair aid 
beard, and he says that he is more than eighty years old, The rest of the 
family we did not see, as they were gone “ 1-hopping”—or, rather, we 
should say the human family—for besides the human beings that dwell 
in this curious place, there are pigs, rabbits, fowls, ducks, and singing 
birds, The pigs have a cave to themse Ives, which we would recommend 
visitors not to yo near. We were adventurous enough to peep into the 
hole; but no consideration wonld induce us to take another look. Let 
the reader imagine a deep, dark, filthy cesspool, and two or three miserable 
long-legged Lrish hogs wallowing at the bottom, and they will form 
some idea of this sty. Tle human and the feathered part of the 
family seem to inhabit the same cave * promiscuous like,” or, at all 
events in the day time the fowls, ducks, Xe,, enjoy the right of free common 
over the premises. The dwelling house of Butler, his wife, Xc., consists of 
one room, which serves as “ parlour, and bedroom, and kitchen, and all,” 
and would have puzzled Gecrze Robins to deseribe, It is of no shape that can 
be named. Originally it was probably but a small hole in the rock, and 
has been since enlarged as emergencies arore ; that is to say, whenever the 
tenant required a place te set a box, chair, or hen-coop, he immediately 
cut out a recess, made a ledge, or seooped a fresh hole. The floor is

abruptly, that on turning round 
when you arrive at the top, you 
find yourself immediately above the 
roofs of the houses; and it is a 
curious sight to look down upon 
the old town. You cannot see the 
intersections of the streets, and the 
town looks as it it had been dropped 
into the valley from a great height, 
and in its fall had splashed a tew 
habitations up the sides of the hill. 
Or you might imagine that the 
houses were once all sailing on the 
sea, and that a violent storm had 
driven and jammed them pell-mell 
into this gorge of the hills, and left 
them there. Three-quarters of a 
mile along the cliffs brings the pe- 
destrian to Ecclesbourne valley, 
which is a beautiful glen open- 
ing from the sea; and having crossed 
this, and mounted again by skirt- 
ing the sea for another mile, he 
arrives at Fairlight Glen. 

And here it is the enstom of 
family parties to rest before they 
mount the opposite heights. The 
glen is not a mere riftof the rocks, 
magnified by ambitious Guide-book 
writers into a glen ; but a real, gen- 
uine glen—some mile or so across 
it at the moath, and bounded on 
one side by a real wood, through 
which you may wander “at your 
own sweet will” for an hour, and 
at every step discover some new 
and unexpected aspect of beauty 
and when you are tired of wandering, 
you may recline sub fegmene fagicue 
for there is a magnificent beech-tree 
that overshadows the path —and 
pic-nic. But to persons about to 
undertake this excursion, we must 
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utter just a word of warning: cakes, buns, biscuits, ginger-beer, lemonade, 
soda-water, and spring ditto, may be obtained on the spot; for on this line 
of march there are several rude commissariat stations, at which “se 
things may be purchared. But if you wish for anything stronger than 
the drinks that we have mentioned, you must take it with yon, for the 
voble proprietress of the land in the veighbourho id, the Countess of 
Walvegrave, has striet.y forbidden, on sufficient penalties, her licensed 
victuallers to sell anything that intoxicates; and has determined that 
neither spirits, wine, porter, pale ale, nor human beings, shall be “ drunk 
ov the premises,” if she can prevent i, Otten, when we have been 
wandering in these parts, in broiliug weather, we have done anything but 
bless her Ladyship for this stringent regulation; but afterwards on our 
return home, or arrival at the “Hare sand Hounds,” on the way, where 
they sell eapital pale ale, we have assented to the propriety of the arrange. 
meuts. Numbers of ladies stroll about these heights, and frequently 
without an escort; and it would not do for these gentle creatures to be 


liable on their return home to “the rudeness and swilled insolence of late | 


wassailers” on the lonely Downs, or “in the blind mazes of the tangled 
woods.” 

On the particularspot which we have recommended,there are not ouly seats 
provided, but a rude straw-thatched suramer-house, And if you are fond of 
stories. the ‘licensed vietualier” here is an old soldier of (he German Legion, 
who wears a Peninsula medsl, with we know not how mauy bars, and will be 
glau, as all soldiers are, to “fight his battles o'er again.” Ilaving re restied 
ourselves, we can now mount the heights again, Five hundred tert we 
are now, on the top of these heights, above the level of the sea; and here 
et us he down opon the grass—observing at our ease. The long shingle 
beach, which you see to your leit stretching out some mile or two into 
the sea, is “ Dungeness Point,” called by the sailors “The Ness. Be- 
yond are the white chifs of Folkestone, aud opposite them, looking some- 
thing like clouds, are the heights of Boulogne, whilst to your right you 
still see Beachy Head. So your sea view here, neht and left, must be at least 
fifty miles, Of course, Scottisii and Welsh tourists laugh at our puny height of 
HOOieet, Butlet them laugh,weare highenough; andthen we have no envious 
mists here—at least they are very uncommol—crecping over the scene, 
blotting it all from your view, as ii the picture had been washed over with 
Indian ink, and wetting you to the skin before you have time to hurry on 
agreat coat. Look upwards at the glorious sky, downwards at the not 
less glorious sea, dotted with ships of all rig and from all nations, and side- 
ways into that lovely dreamlike glen, and syy can the heart want in the way 
of the picturesque more than this, ‘Talking of the heart, reminds us of

the sea. There are natural steps up to it, and the descent is easy. This 
is a popular shrine, and every day vumbers of tourists from Hastings and

For there is a pretty legend connected with this spot, which ot course we 
must relate. 
ITS STORY. 

Towards the close of the last century, there resided at Elsford, a fine old 
mansion in the parish of Hawkhurst, a Mr. and Mrs. Boys. This worthy 
couple had a daughter, who, being an only child, was the heiress of their 
po-tessions, and the representative of their family, which was of consider 
able antiquity. As this young lady grew up she showed signs of delicate 
health, which reudered it necessary that she should reside near the sea, 
Hastings was thought of; but that town was even then a place resorted 
to. by visitors, and the parents, thinking that their child might be picked 
up by some loose fortune-huuter, if they took her there, hired Fairlight 
Place. & lonely residence at the top of the glen, where they fondly hoped 
their darling eluld might inhole the sea breezes without danger from the 
atoresaid needy fortune-hunters. Now, at Fairlight there 1s a church, 
and of course to the church, weather permitting, the Boys family 
sedulously repaired every Sunday, not dreaming that avy harm could 
ensue from so pious a practice, But it happened otherwise—for cruising 
in the neighbourhood in the Stag revenue ci tter was a certain Lieutenant 
Lamb, aod the said gallant Lienterant, duty permitting, used also to repair 
to the said church ; and how it happened we koow not, but Lieutenant Lamb 
and Miss Boys (ell in love, and also managed to tell their loves. Whether 
this was doae by “the language of the eye,” over the prayer-book, or was 
voeally whispered on their way home, we cannot say; but certain itis they 
loved, confessed their love, and in spite of parental watchiuliess, became 
affianced lovers. Their trysting place was the Lovers’ S:at. On calm 
summer evenings, Miss Boys was aceastomed to wander awny from home 
in search of health andthe pictaresque, unattended. And why not? Why 
should her parents prevent it? Were they not far away from Hastings and 
its fortune-hunters? In that solitude, far more solitary than it is now, who 
could she ever meet, excepting a shepherd's boy tending his Southdowns, or 
some awkward farmer's son, from whom of course no danger could be 
apprehended: so, doubtless, argued the parents, But though ou the land 
there were in that neighbourhood no gallants likely to win the prize, at sea 
there was Lieutenant Lamb; and when Miss Boys used to wander to 
Fairlight Hill, Lieutenant Lamb's boat used to wander synchronically to 
Fairlight Beach, and the Lieutenant himself to mount the heights and 
meet the lady there. But Fairlight Hillis an exposed position, and as 
these two lovers did not wish to be the object of all neighbouring spy- 
glasses, and as they could not well go down into the glen, as that was 
nearer howe, and moreover did not command the sea, which it was the 


duty of the gallant officer to watch, they looked about for some con- | 


cealment near, and at last pitehed upon this snug but romantic place—a 
sort of niche in the rocks fronting the sea, with a huge stone for a seat; 
and on this spot, some 500 feet above the sea, far from the haunts of men, 
aud probably known but to few, excepting the sea-gulls, they exchanged 
their vows, and to the music of the soft sea-breeze and the murmuring of 
waves below; sighed out theirlove. ‘Time wore on—their love deepened— 
they were already ove; nothing was needed but the ratification of their 
vows at the altar; and how was that to be achieved? To seek for 
yarental permission seemed useless; aud so al length it was resolved that 

jeutenant Lamb should ov some favouring night come on shore, and all 
means and appliances being ready, whisk away his bride, marry her, and 
then, but not till then, ask the parents for permission so todo, And all 
ts was accomplished, aud with abundaut success. The lovers were 
married, but where nobody seems now to know; and the parents were 
appeased, and for atime all went on well. But, alas! unmingled happiness 
is the lot of no one here. In the short space of two years the lady died, 
and then not very long afterwards the gallant Lieutenant, now a gentleman 
sailing im his own yacht, perished in a gale of wind off the Isle of Wight.

Of this, however, we shall say but little; for there is but little to be 
said in the way of description, though there is much to be seen from this 
lofty height by the visitor, It is the highest point of land in the neigh- 
bouthood of Hastings, rising 600 feet above the sea, Here the range of 
vision extends from Beachy Head to the South Foreland ; and on the 
south-east you may, on a clear day, sce the coast of France, Inland, the 
view is very extensive, embraciug in its sweep, as the guide-books tell us, 
the ruins of six custles, sixteen towers, fifty-eight churches, three 
bays, and several towns, One of these towns is— 

WINCHELSEA, 


And as this is really avery curious old place, we will stop a few minutes 
o say a word or two thereon, It stands on a hill, about three miles from 
the sea; and though its population is now only about 700 souls, it still 
Loasts of a mayor and corporation. It used formerly to send two members 
o Parliament ; but the Reform Bill deprived it of this privilege, and joined 
t to Rye and other places in the neighbourhood, which now unitedly return 
one member. Old Winchelsea stood three miles to the south-east, and

| was a considerable port long before thy Norman Conquest. h 
however, was so damaged by inrouds of the sea, that in Edward L.’s reign it 
was determined to trausfer i to bigher and sater ground ; and steps were 
taken by bis Majesty to secomp ish this object. But whilst the business 
was under consideration—hung up probably in the Circumlocution Office, 
or ata hitch for want oj far is —the voraciuus sea, determining to wait no 
longer for lis prev, ove dreadfully stormy night ¢ rally swallowed up the 
town ata guip. Lt was on the night of the ith of February, in the year 
1257, when this catastrophe occurred, The King then promptly gave the 
inhabitants the site whereon Winchelsea now stands, and it rose rapidly to 
a considerable city. lt was Tsid out in lirtv-nine squures, which were 
| called quarters ; had three churches, besides several religious houses ; was 
fortified by walls, gates, and a castle ; and was one o} the most famous 
ports in Boyland. Troops used to embark here, as they do now at Ports- 
| mouth and Piymouth ; and it did a large trade in foreagn wines and other 
merchandise, But Winchelsea was a doomed city from the very tine of 
its rebuilding; lor before it had been trausferred twenty years it was twice 
harried and Lurat by the French and Spaniards. Tn the reign of Henry 
| VI. again, our unraly neighbours descended upon it, set it on fire, and 
robbed its merchants, who, disgusted with these repeated inroads, left 
it for some safer locality ; and then, to complete ics ruin, the sea, 
which had overwhelmed its ancestor, finding that it could not roll over 
the sucevssor, quietly und gradually receded, and left it high and 
dry, without water enough near it to flout a cock boat. Winchelsea 
is still in name a Cinque Port, It has, however, neither harbour 
nor river, but stands on its solitary lull, with three miles of iarsh 
and shingle between it and the sea,  Winelelsea now a mere 
village, Of the thirty-nine squares, only ove remains; and in that 
houses show, fo the passing Visitor, no signs of the former grandeur of the 
city. Stil, there are nut wanting remains which indicate that this was

ruin of a religious house called the © Friars; the choir of what must lave 
| been a truly noble chureh ; and under some of the houses there are capa- 
| cious groined cellars, where the merchants of the olden time used to store their 
wines. The church is a remarkable building, and well worth a visit. As 
we have said, it is only the choir that is lett. The nave and aisles are all 
utterly gone, and of the trausepts nothing but ruined wails remam. The 
autiquary will, however, fiod much to interest him in the old remains ; for 
| three cross-legged panoplird warriors lie here, and there are also decorated 
sedilia canopied tombs, brasses, Xc., &c., sufficient to occupy an ecclesio- 
logist fur many days. Indeed, the whole of the town must be a paradise 
to a thorough-goivg autiquary—for at every step we take— 
“We set 
Our foot upon some reverend historie.” 


THE PRUSSIAN MONARCHY. 


A MintetertAL Council wassummonedtomect outhe 10that Potsdam, The Ber- 
lin correspondent of the “Times” says: —* The sabject ot tuat Ministerial Council 
was the state of his Majesty’s licalth,and thesteps tobe taken in connection with the 
two contingenciesot his tardy recovery or his speedy decease, Thelattereventuaity 
was put out of the question forthe moment; but it had been firmly enough contem- 
plated the night betore, for the troops in the two garrisons of Berlin and Pots- 
dam were on Saturcay morning cons yuces to their barracks i order that in the 
event of thedemiseo’ the King the succession of the heir tothe throne might be 
proclaimed simultaneonsly with the deccuse of the present ocenpant. The result 
of thet Ministerial Council was a resolution on the part of the Ministers to call 
upon the Prince of Prussia to take uvon hiunself the conduct of pulle business, 
which was accordingly done. This step seems at first sight to ove uninitiated im 
the state of government business, aid viewing things lmperfectiy ata distance, 
to have been unnecessarily precipitate ; but [learn that administrative business 
is already very deeply in arrears in consequence of the King’s repeated abaence 
from the seat of government givee the beginning of last June, and that the state 
machine is in some portion of its mechanism already very nearly brought toa 
stand still. This of course would justify the desire felt by Ministers to see some 
provision made for the transaction of business, since, even aasuming the most fa- 
vourableturo to the King’s illness, some long time must elapse belore he can devote 
himeelf to the transaction of all the accumulations of business that await him. 

“The course, however, which the Ministers proposed, was One not preseribed 
by the charter, and this the Prince pointed ont to them while deeliniag to com- 

ly with their summons. Article 56 of the charter requires that—‘ When the 
King is under age, or otherwise prevented for eny length of tine fom govern- 
ing himself, that agnate of his, being o! full age, who stands nearest to the 
Crown, tekes upon himself the Regency. He lias herenpon, without loss of time, 
to summon the Chambers, which shall, in a combined sitting of the two Chan. 
bers, decide upon the necessity of a Regency.’ 

“The Prince pointed out to the Ministers that the contingency contemplated 
by this article of the charter had not yet sspervened, inasmuch as there was no 
evidence to show that the then present state of the King’s leaith would be of 
lengthy duration, and that whenever this should be the ease, then he would 
assume the Regency in virtue of the provisions of the charter, aod that no 
summons or invitation on the part of the Ministers was necessary to enable him 
to take that step. On the other hand, with reference to the temporary assunip- 
tion of the condact of public business «hen there was proved necessity for a 
Regency, the Prince of Prusma declared he could only take that course at the 
ommand of the King his brother, wich would equally supersede the 
y of any invitation from Ministers or any other body in the kingdom.” 


MORE SURVIVORS FROM THE C NTRAL AMERICA, 

THReK more persons have been added to the list of survivors from the wreck 
of the Central America. They were found drifting iu one of the steamer’s life- 
boats, some 478 mies north-east of the spot where the Central America weut 
down, and nine days alter that sad event. They were picked up by the brig 
| Mary, on her voyage from Cardenas (Cuba) to Cork, The Mary carried them 
eastward seven days, when she met the Bremen barque Lanra, going trom Bremen 
to New York, and transferred them to ber. When landed there, they were lean, 
sick, exhausted, and covered with boils, Their names are—J. Tee, second en- 
gineer of the Ceutral America; Alexander Grant, fireman ; G. W. Dawson 
(coloured), p sseuger. 

Tice stayed by the steamer till the moment sie sark, when, witha plank that 
he had before provided, he plunged into the sea, He was drawn dowu ia the 
whirl, but, in coming to the suriace again, brought bis plank with him. fo this 
alone he clang for three days, seeing uo sail, nor any of lis late shipmates. On 
the fourth morning, he dritted past an empty boot, for which, deserting his plank, 
he swam, and, after a tedious pull, got into it. On the fifth day, he dritted close 
past the steamer’s hurricane-deck—simply an ineli-board platlorm, covered with 
viled canvas. Grant, who was on this hurricane deck, jumped off, swam to Tice’s 
boat, and the two rowed her ap (for, happily, the oxrs liad not been lost out) to 
the hurncane-deck, and took off Dawson, tie only hving tenant it then had, 
The three drifted four nights and three days lonper, up to the very eastern 
edge of the Gulf Stream, and ont of the usual track cf all vessels. Tice 
had nothing to eat nor to drink from the hour the steamer sank until 
| on the fifth day! when he struck a dog-fish with the blade of his oar, and krled 
| it. This wretched provender they ate ravenously-raw, of course—and then, 
| till the ninth day, they had no mre to cat, On the eighth night there was a 
heavy rain. Of the water that fell they drank freely, and would have killed 
themselves with it, Grant said, but that they hnd been able to save only a little 
of it, and the supply soou failed, “ Whether it is true that the two who were 
| saved on the hurricane deck Lad nothing to eat is not known,” remarks a New 
| York paver. “ hey say they hac not; ifthey bad, it must have been that they 

fed cn huwan flesh. But this Grant stoutly denims, while Dassou stably ornly 
| refused to say ‘ Yes,’ or ‘ No” when his friend asked hin the question. The iwo 
| who were saved on the hurricane-deck suffered less during the first four days 
| than the engineer.” Grant says that wheu he found hiuiself overboard, sul 
clinging to the piece of wreck that he held by when it parted from the steamer, 
there were nine others on it, six of them the steamer’s passengers. Thev saw 
| ho sail, nor could tell that any survived beside themseives. Ou the second day 

Dawson, the coloured man, drifted to them ona plank. Te attempted te vet on 
the hurricane-deck, but they remonstrated, as the weight of those already on it 
| sank it so low that the sea washed clean over it at every wave. He would jot 
part company with them, towever, but clung fast to its edge, Waiting Witi!, as 
one after another of them dying, fell off, he was enabled, or allowed, toclimb to 
the surface of the raft, “For,” says the New York paper, “Grant was glad of 
his company.” 

Of those on the deck, some became delirious, and, yielding to the eravir gs of 
| thirst, drank the salt water, which only aggravated their sufferings, aud they 
| soon died, Sharks and dogfieh cruised about in sight of them, and sometimes 
came very near; and to add to the horror of the situation, two or three of the 
| poor creatures on the raft beeame delirious 

Grant # “On the third night all were nearly wild from hunger and thirst, 
Some gazed with vacant s'are cut upon the broad waters im search of a friendly 
sail, and discerning none, hope forsook them, and they died. Others raised their 
enfeebled hands, imploring God to save them from impending death, and while 
they prayed the waves buricd them. (in the fourth day all but four had 
perished ;” and it appears that two of these swam off with Grant to the boat 
which Tice had been fortunate enough to fallin with -bnt they were too weak to 
reach it, and perished.

BULLOUR AND BOLUNDSHUHUR, 

THe views which we engrave on the following page will interest our 
readers, if Only as specimens of village archiccture in Beugal. Ove of 
these villiges, however, is also interestiog as conneced with ove of the 
most remarkable episoues of the revolt, An ennssary of the insurgents 
had been discovered in the tort of Allyghiur tauperine with the reg ment. 
The sepoys, under loyal influence, surrender d tim to their commander, 
and on their evidemce he was tried, and semenced ta be hanged. At 
the time appomted for the exeewion, the regiment assembled, and the 
gallows received its victim; but befure the traitor wus cut down, 
another detachment of the 9th, stationed at Balandshulur, exe 
in, and marehed on to the vround. A man stepped oul trom the 
ranks, snd upbraided their comrades of Aliyghur, declaring that tev 
had destroyed a martyr to the cause of religion, since the Company's Go- 
vernment were firmly bent upon destroying caste throug: out India, ‘Tae 
men listened, debated, wavered, and finaly broke up with loud shou's, de- 
claring their intention of marching to Delhi, wich resolve was speedily 
put in execution. Unlike the regiments of Meerut and Deli, however, the 
Dih did not attempt to moles: their officers, but ony p ditely disintssed 
them; bat they plundered and burnt at will, and drove the civilians belore 
them, and then umiting marched off to sweli the ranks of the matineers in 
Delhi.

Dowestic and tragic events of this class will always have an in 
terest more vivid than political ones, for larze sections of the public. 
Besides, they illustrate the kind and degree of our social civilisation, 
and it must be admitted that they have come rather thick upon ua in

are now going on, that known as the “ Warerioo Bridge” affair is in 
many particulars the most remarkable.

crime, as With a house of defective sanitary arrangements. The iudi- 
vidual is only free while society knows him to be harmless; and 
no wider degree of liberty is eompatitl: with publie security. Bat on 
the other hand a meddling police, a state that worries its subjects in 
details, is a curse and a nuisance with whieh nothing ean compare. 
And when we talk of the need of “interferevee,’ Xe, we may 
as well remember that it is society iteel’ which is respousivle 
for the state of a large part of the metropolis. Not to ceal with a 
certain class of places which exist only to meet a voluntary demand 
by society—the huddliug of the poor into regions of their own, 
which, by their position, are removed from ordiuery observation, is 
accelerated de\ibera ely by people ia anthority, There are parishes 
which export aud remove the ueedy, as they remove the deae ; and 
this division of well-to-do and poor grows more—not lese—marked, 
and is ove of the ugliest symptoms of the day, Let us duly biawe 
this spontanecus action of people’s, before we blaine the Staie for 
not doing what there is an exceedii ¢ jealousy about allowing it to dy,

RAILWAY CONFLAGRATIONS 

Two or three years since a writer in one of our daily journals 
used to relieve the monotony of his newspaper whenever the de- 
bates were dull (which sometimes happened) by protesting net 
the practice of interment, and recommending the subscribers when 
they ceased finally to take in the —-—, to have their bodies burned, 
and not on any account buried. It was, however, distinctly under- 
stood that they were to wait until they were dead. Accordingly 
it is probable that the eccentric journalist would have disapproved 
altogether of the conflagration which lately took place on the 
Great Western Railway, when fifteen persons narrowly eseaped 
being burned alive in a carriage which had taken fire through ex- 
cessive friction, 

A railway newspaper, strange to say, has undertaken the defence 
of the directors, and at the same time the demolition of those 
weak-minded persons who made such a fuss about being merely 
singed —for no one was burned to death after all. f 

“Correspondents have been writing frantic accounts,” says the 
railway newspaper, * but all concur in admitting that no personal 
hurt was sustained,” 

Therefore, argues the railway organ, no one has a right to com- 
plain. The journal afterwards states that ‘it is true there is no 
communication between the passengers and the guard,” and then 
proceeds to justify the directors of the Great Western in their in- 
famous neglect by reproducing the foolish excuse that if this 
system of communication with the guard were established, the 
passengers would be constantly stopping the train. Why, the 
director of a fire-brigade might as well object to the existence 
of fire-engines because they are sometimes called for when their 
services are not really required ! 

There are two countries in the world whose inhabitants we are 
constantly reproaching with their supposed contempt for human 
life—Russia and America. Yet in both of these countries the 
trains on every railway are, as a matter of course, fitted with aline 
which enables the passengers and the guard to communicate with 
the driver. Surely we are, at least, as courageous as the natives 
of either of these countries, and yet ¢hey are not found to incon- 
venience the drivers by their false alarms,

As the music ceased 
to echo through the building, Mr. Fairbairn, the chairman of the executive 
committee, advancing to an open space in front of the orchestra, said, amid 
deep silence :— 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—The time has come when it is my duty to pro- 
nounce the last few words of farewell, and to inform you that when you 
have all retired from this building the Exhibition of Art-Treasures will be 
at an end for ever. [ sincerely hope that you will never forget the 
liberality which has enabled that Exhibition to be formed, and that the 
recollection of this building and the unrivalled Art-Treasures it contained 
will assert among you the truth of the poet’s line—*A thing of beauty is a 
‘ov for ever, ” 

Sccreely had Mr. Fairbairn ceased speaking, when, moved by an involun- 


tary impulse, a tremendous peal ot cheering arose from all parts of the 
building. Tt was renewed again and agaiu—sometimes for the executive 
committee en masse, sometimes for Mr. Fairbairn—sometimes for Mr. 
Deane, the General Commissioner, but always hearty. The bands, too, 
seemed carried away by the same fervour, and repeated the national anthem. 
When this was over, prodigal of applause,as if they had never cheered 
before, ths shouts of enthnsiasm and farewell broke out as loud as ever. 
Suddenly they ceased, and the crowd made a general set towards the place 
of exit; but, loath to quit the building, great numbers came back again, 
wandering about the wide saloons, and casting long, lingering glances on 
the great collection, which none could hope to see again assembled—at 
least in Manchester, Then, after a few fluctuations, the great tide of 
visitors set steadily out ; until the last of the 1,300,000 who in all have visited 
the Exhibition were either lost among the humble crowd who cheaply grati- 
fied their artistic longings from the outside, or were carried off a prey to 
the numerous cabs and busses which lurked at every corner. ‘The mem- 
bersof the executive committee were the last to quit,and the building was then 
given up to the night police, who stole away to their posts in soft list slippers. 

Soon these, too, were dispersed in watchful silence throughout the long 
galleries, Sometimes the eye lost them as they crept away against the 


dark background of paintings, and then again 
were diwly seen passing the groups of white 
statuary—hovering round the cases of gold- 
smith’s work or standing motiouless among the 
gaunt suits of armour, But wherever they 
were—and thev seemed pretty well to be all 
over the building—though never failing in 
their watchfuloess, no sound gave token of their 
pre ence, and the visitor peering dimly through 
the long array of cark saloons could scarcely 
believe, amid the oppressive silence, that 
almost every spot was closely watched by many 
men. 

Thus, then, the Manchester Exhibition of 
Art-lreasures was finaily closed after a famous 
career.

lie examples of art-work in the precious metals which we 
ed for illustration from the remarkably besutilul collection at Man- 
chestir, show at aglance that in the time when they wore mode the 
coidsmith was an artist, not a mere guiler of machinery. Unfortunately 
for us, the devands of pew countries, the vast spread o populanion over 
new regions, bringing in its train ail the enterprises of commerce, and ail 
the efforts of machinery, have combined to lower the value of art-work, 
rnd of course at the same time the standard of execlience and beauty, 
Vo rwerly a goldsmith set hin selt to work wih enthusiasin upon a erozier, 
ooo chalice, or a spoon, and syent perbaps «year or two in perfecting lis 
work from his drawings and models; while now some huge rolling press 
or steam puneh, or electrifying apparatus go ded by some careless boy, 
turrs out its produce ions by the gr lt rare, Indeed, that we can 
pere ive the touch of a master or even of a thouzhtiul hand upon picces 
of m dem metal work. The work of our best men is posit vely cou. 
temptible when it pretends to be original, and inferor when it owns 
wing acopy. Veehte—a German, we presume, by uaure, though 
known by his productions iu Paris—is the onis mn our time 
wio-really cau take a position of original design aod powerful aoility in 
working out, Ln the fourteenth and fittventh certuries, the tine at which 
the ste heads in our iilustration were made, the gold-mith wand jewel er 
wos frequently the great painter or the great sculpror of his day, At that 
time the weaith of igs nud the treasures of the Churel united to be- 
stow eversthing that was preeious and beauti ul uvon the vessels of the 
Coureh, and for ssered purposes in the gyorg ous ceremonials of the 
The first artists were sought for, and willingly lent th mselves to 
the adornment of their religious services. Every kind of orvamen ation 
was aoplied in those days—sculpturing the figure, flawers, and foliage, 
avimais and arcvitectural forms. Surfaces were superbably oraamented 
vil inlaid gold or siiver, or coloured enamels, pictures even were doue 
upon surfeees ina delicate methed of in aying a black composition in fine 
picces like an engraving, called Niello from its blackness, and whieh in 
fuct gave rise to the mventon of engraviug in the hands of Maso Fini- 
guerra, the goldsmith o! Florence, Our »paee will not ullow us to do 
more than remind the reader of the grand works of the Ttalin workers 
tm metal of the fiteenth and six eenth centuries ; suffice it osc, tha’ they 
remain unaporoached by anything of modern times; Ghiberti, Verro- 
evo, Donatello, Cell ni are the teachers still. 

_ The crozier of William of Wykeham—or more properly the pastoral stuf, 
for the crozier isa different ecclesiastical staff—is altogether the most ine 
teresting ang beautilul piece of metal work of its kind in this country, 
It has long been retigiously preserved in New Colleve Oxford, as the most 
preeious relic of the founder of that college. The date ot it is about L586,

The mitre of the same prelate is also in existence, but whether at New 


College, the writer cannot at the moment say. 

This beautiful staff is formed entirely of silver and gold, the crook being 
ornamented with argels playing various nnsical instruments, in the most 
beautiful transparent enamel colours, laid over the engraved figures. 
the crook is the figure perhaps of the prelate himsell, kneeling before the 
Virgin, and an angel. The architectural work is all most beautifully 
wrought im open work, and chased up in the most exquisite manne r. 
Angels in silver stand in the upper niches, some unfortunately lost; the 
back-ground of the arch 1s coated with splendid blue enamel, ‘Then in the 
chief tier of arches are tlhe apostles, statues in silver-gilt or gol! ; under the 
callery are figures of angels, again in gold or silver-gilt, In the lowest 
niches are ngures of saints. The backgrounds of al these are enamelled, 
The stem 1s entirely covered with oblong spices, filled in with a flower in 
raised work, and these have all been covered with flue travsparent enamel, 
now, it is grevious to have to say, most of it destroyed. When pertect, the 
eflect of the whole must have been truly splendid. Its length is sis feet 
three inches, 

The other fine staff-head is known as that of Bishop Fox, and is the

treasure of Corpus Christi College, Oxford; it is of later date, probibly | 


1490, or thereabouts. It is of architectural design also, and formed of 
silver-gilt, The ccook is, however, finely ornamented with a ruoning 
flower pattern, chased and engraved, and the ground filled in with a deep 
blue opaque « namel—not niello, as has been said, Similar work is seen in 
the circles on the bosses, where the subjects are pelicans teeding their 
young—a favourite emblem of the old artists’—whieh is again seen under 
the crook, sculptured in metal, below the anget holding a book. Sr. Peer 
sits | olding the key, under a canopy of fine crocketed niches and pinnacles 
in the cock, The niches are occupied by the Apostles. The s.em is ens 
graved all over with diamond-shaped spaces, and filled with a ower, It 
mrasures five feet eleven, and is in most complete preservation, 

Another richexample of work iu the precious metals is the Suit-c Haro! Cor- 
pus Christi College. Tt is hexagonal in torm, and wrought over the whole 
with open-work toliage enclosing animuals—stags, horse-, eagles. On the 
cover are figures of the Virgin crowned, and an Angel. ‘The knob is 
hexagonal, at each end a lion, the spaces filled with subjects upon a ground 
of green enamel. ‘The cover is surmounted by an opeu-worked knob of 
fohage, witi a dog huoting a stag, and boys blowing torns, Three eagles, 
or pelicans, holding pendant pearls, complete, with the erystal at the very 
top, the beauty of the vessel. It is curious to observe in low relief upon 
the moulding the cipher T. I. R. This elegant salt is a work of the six- 
teenth century ; it measures 11% inehes in height and 4 incies in dia 
meter; it is ot silver-gilt. 

THE STATE PALL OF THE SADDLERS’ COMPANY OF LONDON, 

This 18 one of the oldest pails in ex stence, and a most interesting 
relic of the times when the greatest attention was given to the vest- 
wents used in the services of the Courch, for whieh no material wes too 
costly, and even jeweis of the rarest kind were anpled to increase the 
splendour and vaiue of them. Tue pall of the Fisimongers’ Company 
is entirely of cloth of gold, but the Saddlers’ is the olcest. It is of 
crimson velvet, with gold yround, the arms of the Saddlers worked in 
gold on sky-blue ground. ‘Tie columns are gold, and so is the fringe. 
The inseri, tion is also in gold—* In fe Domine speramus,” on one side, 
and “ Ne me confunde in efurnum.” Tie Sadulets’ is the oldest of ihe 
grest City companies, taking its origin from the Anglo-Saxon Gild, 
Sellariorum, This pall is ot the time of Henry VIL. : :
